business men who signed the petition pre- 
sented to the committee were actuated 
by a desire for competition. 

A number of the signers of the petition 
declare that they were prompted by a 
desire for competition, and not by any 
Prejudice in favor of either company. 
What they’ want is cheaper lights, and 
they believe that this can be brought 
about better through competition than 
through the control of lighting facilities 
by any one company. They argue that 
they have competition in their lines of 
business, and thin« it is nothing more 
than fair that the Mghting plant should 
also have competition, and Jet the bus!- 
ess men get the advantages. 

These features will be brought out 
prominently at the meeting of council 
tomorrow afternoon, and will doubtless be 
fully reviewed for the benefit of the 
council members. That a number of 
citizens will appear before council is cer- 
tain, and that a strong demand will be 
made for the adoption of the minority re- 
port is equally as certain. 

Change in Term of Contract. 

Heretofore the contract with the light- 
ing company has been for a term of five 
years, but under the report of the com- 
mittee the length of the contract will be 
changed to three years. 

The number of are lights used by the 
city is 640 and the number of incandes- 
cent 480. The three-year bid of the Geor- 
gia company calls for an expenditure of 
$207,742.50; that of the power company for 
$208,382.55, making a saving of $640.05 in fa- 
vor of the former company. 

In the five-year bid the amount called 
for by the Georgia company is $335,200, 
while that of the power company is $324,- 
029.25, or a saving of $11,170.75 in favor of 
the latter company. 

The features of the two rontracts were 


given in yesterday morning’s Constitu- 
tion and are well known. 
By accepting the three-year contract 


of the Georgia Electric Light Company 
the city will save something more than 
$600; added to this is a proposition to open 
negotiations for the ownership of the 
plant by the city after a certain term of 
years, to be agreed upon. 

Under the three-year contract of the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company the 
city would pay $600 more for the lights 
than is paid at present; added to this is 
the guarantee of the erection of a plant to 
cost in the neighborhood of $750,000.

$2.50 per day.”’

ures, would it be just as right or proper in me 
to walk up and say: ‘'I have no bull, but will 
sell you this first-class heifer?’’ and would it 
be right to award me the sale of the heifer 
when they only wanted to buy the bull. Is it 
fair to the other man’s heifer? Seriously 
speaking, the city will make a great mistake 
to continue the use of incandescent lights un- 
der any circumstances. They have been long 
Since abandoned in other cities. After a few 
weeks wear instead of yielding 75-candle power 
they dwindle down to less than the Nght emit- 
ted from half a dozen lightning bugs. The 
proposition, outside of offers to furnish lights 
at much less than the present company is do- 
ing, is worthy of serious consideration. If a 
plant costing $750,000 is erected, there is a 
perpetual income to the city of $10,000 and 
over annually in taxes, according to assessed 
value. This of itself reduces the price to the 
city by enabling her to secure more money on 
taxes with which to pay the cost of the lights. 
Again, if a proposition to furnish the lights 
at cost to the city should be seriously consider- 
ed and actually accepted, would not the city 
be in the attitude of aiding a monopoly in op- 
pressing her own citizens. How could any 
company carry on business by furnishing one- 
third of its entire capacity at cost to one 
party without adding an unusual and abnormal 


monopoly, the city would furnish sinews of 
war to foster and sustain a monopoly. 

Tha very least the city can do would be 
to again advertise for bids and decline to re- 
csive or consider any one which is not in 
strict accordance with the advertisement. Let 
this be done. 

The Minority Report. 

Chairman Thomson’s minority report, 
which has not yet been prepared, will be 
presented to council Monday afternoon, 
and will be on the line of the interview 
with Colonel Thomson, ‘which was pub- 
lished in yesterday morning's Constitu- 
tion. 

Interest in the matter of the electric 
light contract is great, and a number of 
citizens will in all probability appear 
before counci] tomorrow afternoon and 
urge that competition in the matter of 
electric lights be encouraged. 

A lively fight will doubtless occur, and 
both bids will be well represented. 
Interview with Mr. H. M. Atkinson. 

In speaking of his company’s bid, and 
referring also to the alleged opposition 
of Councilman Hammond, Mr. Atkinson, 
who is president of the Georgia Electric 
Light Company, has something lively to 
say. It follows: 

In your issue of yesterday you do the Geor- 
gia Electric Light Company an injustice, 
though doubtless unintentionally. 

Under the head of ‘“‘Bid that is recommend- 
ed,’’ you use the following language: 
“Georgia Electric Light Company offers to 
| furnish the city lights for a term of three 
| years for $82.50 per are light per year, and 
| $33.75 for incandescents. There is a municipal 
| ownership proposition attached to this bid.’’ 

This is @ very erroneous and incorrect state- 
ment as to the bid that is recommended by the 
committee. This bid of the Georgia Electric 
Light Company, which is recommended, is in 
writing, and’ there can be no possible difference 
as to what it is. At the time the bid was made 
you. published it in full. 

Without going to the extent of asking you 
'to republish this bid, I wish to call attention 
to the fact that in your report, as above quoted, 
you leave out the most vital and essential point 
That our bid contained 


for the city, to-wit:

‘‘We will furnish the present number, or @ 
|larger nmumber of arc lamps, and the same

You will see from the above that. the real

Information from the Border Is

London, October 14—Fprther details are 
at hand regarding the destruction of the 
armored train at Kraaipan. These show 
that Captain Nesbitt, who was in com- 
mand of the train, was warned at Mari- 
bago that the Boers held the line. He 
replied that he was bound to proceed. 
Nearing Kraaipan, the train dashed into a 
culvert that had been blown up by the 
Boers, who were lying in wait for the 
train. The Boer artillery immediately 
| opened five and a desperate fight appears 
to have ensued, lasting four hours, with 
the odds greatly against the British. The 
precise details are uncertain. 

It seems, however, that a police patrol, 
attracted by the firing, approached with- 
in about two thousand yards of Kraaipan, 
saw the train ditched with the Boer artil- 
lerry still pounding at it, but noticed no 
response. The Boers seemed afraid to 
approach until the wreck was complete: 
and the police feared, as there was no 
sign of life near the train, that the en- 
tire force had perished in a desperate at- 
tempt to get the train back to Mafeking, 
where they knew it was anxiously, await- 
ed with its load of guns and ammunition. 

It is reported that the Boers lost 
heavily, but there is no means of verify- 
ing this. Two miles of rails were torn 
up. 

There {gs no authoritative confirmation 
of the report that a battle has been 
fought in Natal between General Sir 
George Stewart White and the Orange 
Free State troops, although there is no 
question that the Boers have crossed the 
‘frontier at several points. They are said 
to have eighteen guns; but if, as is re- 
ported. the engagement began before the 
Boers had formed a laager and thrown 
up earthworks, the British cavalry and 
artillery are Mable to have had the best 
of the fighting. 

It is even already reported that the 
British have gained a great victory; that 
2,000 Boers were killed and that the Brit- 
ish loss was very slight; but *his may 
be without foundation, and another re- 
port has been published to the effect that 
Lord Rothschild was in recefpt of news 
of a great British victory, bub when the 
Associated Press representative question- 
ed him regarding the alleged dispatch, he 
replied: 

“I am sorry that IT have not received 
anything of the kind.”’ 

The following official dispatch has been 
received from Cape Town, where it was 
filed at 2:35 p. m. today:

PICKERTS DENY THEIR GUILT 


Will Etheridge, Prisoner In the Tower, 
Makes Alleged Confession, 


MARVELOUS STORY HE HAS 10 TELL 


City Detectives Claim To Have Cor- 
roborative Evidence—Why War- 
rant Was Sworn Out for 
Younger Pickert—Sen- 
sational Case. 


Vincent F. Pickert, son of A. F. Pick: 
ert, was arrested yesterday morning ona 
warrant charging him with burglary. This 
was a sensational development of the sen- 
sational arrest of A. F. Pickert, which 
occurred last Wednesday. Immediately af- 
ter his arrest he was released on a $2,000 
bond. 

These two arrests of father and son, two 
men who have hitherto stood well in the 
community, and who are well-to-do finan- 
cially, is the result, the city detectives 
claim, of the discovery of one of the most 
notorious and gigantic ‘‘fences’’ that has 
ever been known in Atlanta. 

The elder Pickert was a prominent jew- 
eler in Atlanta for many years. His son 


ds a lawyer by profession and a pawn- 


broker by trade. 

Upon the statement of a confessed neZg.o 
burglar, Will Etheridge, now confined in 
the Tower, backed up by evidence which 
the officers claim is strongly corrobora- 
tive, it is expected to convict the two 
wien, one of burglary and the other of 
receiving stolen goods. 

The arrest of A. F. Pickert was told of 
in Thursday’s Constitution, and it re- 
sulted from the detectives having found 
a pistol in a negro’s house. The pistol was 
identified by S. W. Wilkes as one of the 
articles which was taken from his resi- 
dence by a burglan along with a valua‘ 
ble lot of silverware. Will Etheridge had 
told the detectives where the pistol was 
and declared that the Pickerts had left 
it there. 

The officers now state that the elder 
Pickert has admitted that he left the 
Wilkes pistol where it was found, and 
that the younger Pickert has acknowl- 
edged that he gave a_pistol to his father, 
but he has not identified the Wilkes pis- 
tol as the one he let his father have. This 
pistol is destined to play an important 
part in the prosecution of the Pickerts. 

The negro Etheridge has a wonderful 
story to tell. He declares that for years 
the Pickerts have been conducting a reg- 
ular den for thieves, something after the

The Arrest of V. F. Pickert. 


The arrest of V. F. Pickert on the 
charge of burglary was made on a war- 
rant sworn out by Attorney James L. 
Key, who has been retained by Mr. 
Wilkes. It is said that the warrant was 
sworn out on the evidence of parties who 
claim they saw young Pickert near the 
Wilkes home on the morning of the bur- 
glary, together with the other evidence in 
the possession of the city detectives. 

It was about two weeks ago that Eth- 
eridge was arrested on the charge uf hav- 
ing burglarized a residence on Powell 
street, Te negro says he expected the 
Pickerts to come to his rescue and after 
waiting and finding out that they intended 
to leave him in the lurch, he decided to 
make a clean breast of the whole affair. 
Then he told his remarkable story. 

One of the burglaries which had been 
committed and which had baffled the de- 
tectives was that of Loeb’s residence, and 
Etheridge informed the officers that Char- 
ley Butler, a negro, had confessed to him 
that he had robbed the house _for the 
Pickerts. Butler was arrested and identi- 
fied as the person who had been seen by 
a lady in Loeb’s house. Butler, however, 
denies all that Etheridge states. 

Story of a Negro Burglar. 

In substance Etheridge’s statement is 
as follows: 

‘Mr, Pickert had Will Carter working 
for him and when Will got arrested I cur- 
ried messages for him to Mr. Pickert. 
That was how I was hired by the Pick- 
erts. The work I mostly did was to lay 
around town and let young Mr. Pickert 
know when people left their homes with- 
out anybody in them, Whenever I told 
him about such a house I would hear next 
day that it had been robbed. There must 
have been a band of burglars working for 
the Pickerts. There was a room over uw 
store on Alabama street where Mr. Pick- 
ert used to send me to look for packages, 
and I nearly always found some(/ing 
there when I was sent, This was’the room 
in which the burglars left their goods for 
Mr. Pickert. They all had keys to it. Mr. 
Pickert used to send the goods away as 
quick as he could by express after I got 
hold of them. When I was first arreste@l 
Mr. Pickert put up a-cash bond of $200 
for me through a lawyer so he wouldnt 
be known in the matter. Then the grand 
jury indicted me and the bond was raised 
to $500. I waited for Mr, Pickert to help 
me out and when he didn't do it I told 
the officers all I knew.”’ 

Must Be Strongly Bacxed. 

In a criminal prosecution the testimony 
of an accomplice must be backed with 
the strongest kind of corroborative evi- 
dence, and the question is: Have the de- 
tectives got it against the Pickerts? 

They claim they have. They state 1.at

Say They Are Innocent. 

‘The Pickerts deny their guilt. They 
claim that if any of the articles stolen 
from the Wilkes residence or any other 
residence ever passed through their hands 
they do not know it. They state that 
every article received by them in pawn 
has been reported to the detective bu- 
reau. 

Their friends claim for them that the 
evidence against them is nothing incre 
than a lie made up by a self-confessed 
theif and that there is absolutely nothing 
to back it and that there will never he. 

The case is to be further worked by the 
detectives and they say that when they 
are done they will have enouzh evidence 
to convict both of the Pickerts. 

Owing to the good characters the Pick- 
erts have always borne in the community, 
the charges against them of burglary and 
of running a “‘fence’’ for burglars, nave 
made the affair one that will be closely 
watched as it progresses.

The department has been 
divided into six groups, for which 
premiums ranging from $%3 to $1,000 are 
offered. These groups are: County dis- 
plays, cereals, root crops, cotton, forage 
and miscellaneous. 

For the first and largest premium of 
$1,000, offered for the best county display, 
some exceedingly handsome exhibits have 
been sent to the city, and will be in place 
by Monday. Of these Pulaski, Ccbb, 
Bartow, Morgan, Dodge and Bibb coun- 
ties are confident of success. None of 
the county exhibits are yet in place, but 
work in the agricultural builcing is being 
pushed forward rapidly, and the building 
will be filled with handsome displays 
when the fair opens. Besides the differ- 
ent county exhibits that will come in. be- 
tween now and Wednesday, about seventy 
handsome indivglual displays from all 
parts of the state will be installed. These 
exhibits will embrace all lines of agri- 
cultural work. 

Large Cattle Exhibit. 

Department B—cattle, sheen and hogs— 
will attract fully, if not more, attention 
than the agricultural displays. The 
building which will house the stock is 
one of the largest on the grounds, and 
has been thoroughly equipped with pens 
for the acconimodation of hundreds of 
fine bred cattle, sheep and hogs. 

The premiums in this department are 
unusually large, made so with a view to 
stimulating interest in the suibject of 
stock raising. T. R. Sawtell, who is 
greatly interested in this subject, has 
gone to the trouble and expense of pur- 
chasing thirty carloads of fire cattle for 
the purpose of placing them un exhibition 
solely for the purpose of arousing inter- 
est among the farmers of the state in 
this subject.

A 
special premium of $15 has been offered 
for the best model dairy in operation, and 
this inducement has brought out several 
entries.

The first invitation received from a 
state institution by the memorial com- 
mittee was in the form of a letter from 
President Chappell, of the Georgia Nor- 
mal and Industrial school, in which let- 
ter he set forth the advantages of that 
institution and requested inspection of 
It by the visiting committee. Another 
application for the memorial came from 
the ‘‘Last Cabinet’”’ chapter of Washing- 
ton, Ga., suggesting that the Heard 
house, the scene of the last meeting of 
the confederate war cabinet, be taken 
by the Daughters of the Confederacy 
and converted into an industrial school 
for girls. 

This proposition could not be consid- 
ered, as the responsibility and expense 
involved were of too extensive scope, and 
it was believed that by placing the me- 
morial in a state institution its perpetua- 
tion would be more firmly established. 

No other formal propositions were inade, 
although at the state convention, where 
the first discussion occurred relative to 
the memorial, Miss Mildred Rutherford, 
of Athens, suggested that the state nor- 
mal school of Athens might be consid- 
ered as an applicant.

Some idea of the scope and character 
ef the Presbyterian council which recent- 
ly met in Washington, D. C., may be ob- 
tained from this excellent sketch which 
appears in the current numbér of Tha 
Christian Observer over the signature

“The roll of the council gives us a 
grander idea of Presbyterianism than 
we ever had before. On the continent 


of Europe there are twenty-six Presby- | 
terian or Reformed organizations which | 


are entitled to representation in this 
exception delegates are not present. As 
they speak the tongues of Austria, Bel- 
gium, France, Germany, Greece, Russia, 
Spain, Hungary and Switzerland, they 
could neither participate with profit nor 
understand the proceedings conducted in 
English. The question of meetings for 
them will receive due consideration. 

“There are six branches of the Pres- 
byterian church in England and _Ire- 
land, which united would form a body 
nearly as large as our Southern Pres- 
byterian church. They have 1,045 minis- 
ters and 189,341 members, and are rep- 
resented in the council by six delegates 
s70m England and ten from Ireland. 

“Seotland is the stronghold of Presby- 
terianism on the eastern hemisphere. 
The Scotch Presbyterians are divided 
into six organizations, which united are 
not quite as strong as the Northern Pres- 
byterian church of the United States. 
They have a little over 4,000 ministers 
and a million and.a quarter church mem- 
bers. The Northern Presbyterian church 
has seven thousand ministers and a little 
less than a million communicants. Our 
Scotch brethren are represented by forty- 
three delegates. 

Asia has one, Africa only two, Austral- 
ia one, the venerable Dr. J. G. Paton, 
and South America two deligates. 

The Canadian churches (1,071 ministers 
and 203,991 communicants) is nearly the 
same size as our own, It has twenty- 
three deligates in attendance. The Ger- 
man Reformed church (1,089 ministers and 
238,654 members) and the Cumberland 
Presbyterian church (1,694 ministers and 
180,685 members) are two other bodies ap- 
Lroximating ovr own assecmbly in size.

“Hera {£ close my quotation from the 
‘Centennial History,’ which was written 
in 189%, and add that Brother Howard 
served during the year 18%, and was fol- 
lowed in 1895 by the writer, who is still 
serving, finish'ng his fifth year. We have 
also in Dr. Kilpatrick's history: ‘Rev.* Jo- 
seph Polhill was Licensed to preach by 
this church in 1829: J. M. Cross was li- 
censed by it in 1858, W. L. Kilpatrick

WILL THE JEWS BE CONVERTED 


Statistics Illustrative of the Progress 
Which Christianity Is Making. 
Under the Caption, “Is Christimity 
Making Progress Among the Jews?” The 
Northwestern Christian Advocate pub- 
l:shes this splendid article in the current 

number of trat paper: 

“In many Jewish eircles it is regarded 
as a well established fact that no Is- 
raclite becomes a Christian except for 
sordid reasons.

D1. Stephen A. Northrop, of Kansas 
City, Preaches on This Subject. 
Rev. Stephen A. Northrop, D.D., pastor 
of the First Baptist chureh of Kansas 
City, Mo., preached last Sunday night 
from the text: ‘‘Do the rulers Know, in- 
deed that this was. the very Christ?’’— 
John vii, 27. In contrast with the atti- 
tude of tho rulers of the people toward 
Christ in the first century, Dr. Northrop 
pointed out the fact that the rulers of 
the people in the nineteenth century are 
followers of Christ. Incidentally he men- 
tioned the names of many great leaders 
conspicuous on Jand and sea in connec- 
tion with the recent war between the 
United States and Spain. Every one 
present was profoundly impressed with 
the eloquent discourse of Dr. Northrop. 

Said he: 

The common people heard Him gladly. 
But how about the rulers? In the days 
of Christ few rallied to His standard. 
Hence it was perfectly natural that the 
question should be asked. In our own 
time the interrogation is out of place. 
For at the end of this eventful century 
our representative men are in close sym- 
pathy with Christianity and the Bible. 
The hour has come, indeed, when it is 
hard to find a man of brains who is 
not a follower of the lowly Nazarene. 
The degenerate, the profligate, and the 
desperate are only left behind to blas- 
pheme the conquering Galilean. ‘Minds 
of middle growth and moderate capacities 
are the most prone to error and doubt,” 
affirms Montaigne, ‘‘My faith is, though 
a great man may, by a rare possibility, 
be an infidel, an intellect of the highest 
order must build on Christianity,’ as- 
serts DeQuincey. ‘‘Most men at the head 
of great movements are Christian men,” 
declares Gladstone. “The Christian re- 
ligion is no longer the badge of weak- 
lings, but of distinction, enforcing  re- 
spect,”’ says President McKinley.

The quiet and effective manner in 
which the states of Mississippi and 
‘Florida have managed the yellow 
fever during the past few weeks, is an 
evidence that common sense methods 
are beginning to prevail. 
| There can be no doubt of the fact 
that the yellow fever in times past 

-arried with it a borrowel dread which 
was responsible for one-half the 
doghs resulting. Whenever a case of 
fever would develop, instead of hav- 
\ing it isolated, and allowing the popu- 
lation to proceed about its business, 
the custom was to turn the country 
over to the vellow fever patient and 
for the population to fly to other parts. 
This wholesale migration with its at- 
tendant fright, worry and demoraliza- 
tion, put the people into a receptive 
condition, and largely augmented the 
/real evil connected with tha situation. 
The shotgun quarantine coming in at 
every point added to the alarm. so 
that what the country was suffering 
from was not so much yellow as it 
was an undue fright. 

Statistics carefully compiled have 
shown that more deaths occur in tha 
state of Pennsylvania from typhoid 
fever than ever accompanied a visita- 
tion of the yellow fever to Mississippi, 
yet the people of Pennsylvania never 
felt called upon to quit their business 
and to rush in every direction away 
from their homes. For two years past 
Mississippi has suffered from a whole 
sale demoralization owing to the pres- 
ence of this fever. The record of the 
present year, however, must convince 
them of the folly of past scares.

Henry B. Gray, of Birmingham, Ala., 
will probably be the next treasurer of his 
county. 

The announcement of his candidacy has 
been favorably received, and The Birm- 
ingham Age-Herald predicts his nomina- 
tion and election> 

Thirteen years ago Henry Gray, then a 
beardless youth, was a resident of Atlanta, 
and one of The Constitution’s reporter's. 
Bright, handsome and magnetic, the 
youngster had a host of friends here, and 
it was believed that he had a promising 
future. 

Birmingham enjoyed a boom in those 
days and Gray decided to go over there 
and grow up with the town. It was u°é- 
less to argue with him, and he made the 
change, without a frined or a dollar to 
help him in his new home. 


The Atlantian went to work on The 
Birmingham Herald, and in a very short 
time he was one of the most popular 
young men in the city. He married hap- 
pily and settled down as a solid business 
man, 

He is now president of the People’s 
Savings Bank, and treasurer of eight high 
class institutions and fraternal societies. 
As chairman of the county democratic 
campaign committee he had the gratifica- 
tion last year of seeing Jefferson county 
roll up the dargest democratic majority 
in its history. His public spirit, ability 
and integrity have so strongly impressed 
his neighbors that there is a general de- 
sire to see him county treasurer, and it 
is thought that he will have a walk-over. 


Henry Gray's success in his new field 

recalls several similar instances. 

jefore the war a young Vermonter 
named Woodbury was a clerk in an At- 
lanta store, For some reason he returned 
to his native state, and his old friends 
here lost sight of him, 

One day Governor Woodbury, of Ver- 
mont, paid us a yisit. Nobody knew him 
after an absence of more than a genera- 
tion. 

“T vsed to Jive here,” said the governor 
to an old citizen. ‘‘More than foriy years 
ago%’tl clerked for one of your mer- 
chants.”’ 

The oldtimers brushed up their memo- 
ries, and before he left many of the gov- 
ernor’s former acquaintances called to 
pay their respects and exchange reminis- 
cences, 

It is safe to say that his ability would 
have carried him to the front if he had 
stuck to Atlanta, but it is not likely that 
he would have reached our gubernatorial 
chair. As a rule, during the past one 
hundred years, Georg'’a’s governors have 
been natives of th’s section. 


A few years after the war several of 
our cliizens went to other states to seek 
their fortunes. 

Olin Wellborn went to Dallas, Texas. 
He picked up a good law practice and en- 
tered public life. Before he had been 
in Texas many years he went to congress, 
where he made a fine record.

Several 
later the meteoric shower radiating from 
Andromeda was shown to be following 
in the path of Biela’s comet. Later yet 
the April meteors were found to be as- 
sociated with a comet. Four such re- 
markable cases seem to prove a physi- 
cal connection between comets and me- 
teors. Many astronomers hold that these 
meteor swarms are simply the result of 
comets going to pieces under the action 
of the sun, during their successive re- 
turns to perihelion. The earth's atmos- 
phere, Ball remarks, acts, in burning up 
the cometary plecas, like a screen in 
protecting us from bombardment. If the 
air were less dense and thinner many 
more meteors might get through to the 
earth. No meteorites have come to us 
from any of the great showers.

A request 
on my part that he would give the story 
of those thrilling years in outline brought 
from Lanier the following letter: 

“Exchange Hotel, Montgomery, Ala., 
June 11, 1866.—My Dear Northrup: I have 
to thank you for your promptness in re- 
plying to my letter as well as for your 
kind expressions in regard to its con- 
tents. Since I like friendship better 
than all things else in the world, I’m well 
content to believe that your compliment- 
ary terms originated in that, rather than 
in any merit of what was written. 

“I proceed to give you a very condensed 
‘syllabus’ of my war experiences. In 
June, of 1861, 1 enlisted as private .in 
the Second Georgia battalion of infantry, 
then stationed amonst the marshes of 
Sewalls Point, Va., immediately opposite 
Fort Monroe. Here we played ‘marsh 
divers’ and ‘meadow  crakes’ for six 
Months, our principal] duties being to 
Picket the beach; and our pleasures and 
SWeet rewards of toil consisting in agues 
that played dice with our bores and 
blué-mass pills that played the deuce 
With our livers. Unless you’ve hada 
& real James river chill and fever, you'll 
Utterly fai) to appreciate the beauties

“We were next ordered to Wilmington,

The particular object of Lanier’s jour- 
ney to New York at this time was to 
find a publisher for his first venture in 
fiction, “Tiger Lilies.’’ The ice was bro- 
ken, and henceforth the young author. 
then twenty-five, found ready market for 
his wares A friendly challenge to ac- 
ccmpany me on a European trip in the 
following autumn drew from him the 
following; 

“Macon, Ga., December 16, 1867.—My 
Dear Northrup: Indeed, Indeed, your trip- 
to-Europe invitation finds me all thirsty 
to go with you; but alas! how little do 
you know of our wretched poverties and 
Cistresses here, that yott ask such a 
thing. My dear boy, some members of 
my family who used to roll in wealth 
are, every day, with their own hands, 
plowing the little patch of ground which 
the war has left them, while their wives 
do the cooking and washing. This in it- 
self I confess I do hot regret, being now 
a confirmed lunatic on the ‘dignity of 
labor,’ etc; yet it spoils our dreams of 
Germany ruthlessly. 

“I've been presiding over eighty-six 
scholars in a large academy at Pratts- 
ville, Ala., having two assistants under 
me. ‘Tis terrible work, and the labor 
difficulties, with the recent poor price of 
eotton, conspire to make the pay very 
siim.

Sidney Lanier’s place, in the front 
rank of letters, was now fixed.. Thence- 
his triumphs were frequent and 
brilliant. Meanwhile he was maintaining 
a struggle as hopeless as it was heroic 
against a malady whose seeds had been 
sown in exposures wuring the war of the 
rebellion. At last, on a September day 
in 1881, while the North Carolina pines 
moaned their requiem, the gentile and 
brave spirit took its flight. Today he 
sleeps—ail that was mortal of Sidney 
Lanier—in the Green Mount cemetery 
of Baltimore, the home of his adoption. 
Robert Burns died at thirty-seven; By- 
ron at thirty-six; Poe at forty; the di- 
Vine Raphae] at thirty-six, and Lanier 
at thirty-nine. Measured by years, La- 
nier’s life, ending like theirs, before he 
had passed two score, was indeed far 
from complete, a broken column. Meas- 
ured, however, by achievement, the truer 
standard, that life, brief as it was, was 
into a beautiful symmetry, and 
left to the world a priteless and imper- 
ishable legaty.

SHIPS FOR HORSES AND MULES. 

One of the most serious matters in the 
transportation of an army is the carry- 
ing of the animals. The question of 
water and food on the voyage across the 
Pacific is an important one, and the trans- 
port division has now eleven ships which 
are MnO up as cattle transports. These 
ships sal! from San Francisco, Seattle 
and Tac oma for the Philippines, and will 
carry 4,000 horses and mules to Manila be- 
fore Christmas. They have already trans- 
ported thousands of cavalry. They are 
especially fitted wp for the purpose with 
ventijiators, so that the horses away down 
in the bowels of the ship have plenty of 
air. They have hospitals for the sick, in 
which the animals have beds of straw 
and places where they can be taken about 
for moderate exercise. Each ship has 
condensers, which make six gallons of 
sO

of hay, 1,700 tons of cats, or in all 3,400 
tons of forage, and als» 400,v0e feet of 
lumber.

Those who have read Professor Muller's 
first series of ‘“‘Auld Lang Syne’’ papers, 
in which he deals with musicians, poets, 
crowned heads and beggars in India, will 
enjoy the privilege of reading this second 
series, in which he discusses other 
phases of Indian Jjfe. Perhaps no better 
insight into the merits of the publication 
under review can be furnished than that 
which Professor Murray himself supplies 
in the preface.

“India has never had full justice done 
to her, and when I say this I think not 
only of ancient but of mcdern India also.
